Ruling is good news 
for Obama’s chances 
in key swing state 

Harrisburg, Pa. 

A judge on Tuesday blocked Pennsyl- 
vania’s divisive voter identification 
requirement from going into effect 
on Election Day, delivering a hard- 
fought victory to Democrats who 
said it was a ploy to defeat President 
Barack Obama and other opponents 
who said it would prevent the elderly 
and minorities from voting. 

Commonwealth Court Judge 
Robert Simpson said in his ruling 
that he was concerned by the state’s 
efforts to create a photo ID that is 
easily accessible to voters and he 
could not rely on the assurances 
of government officials at this late 
date that every voter would be able 
to get a valid ID. 

If it stands, it is good news for 
Obama’s chances in Pennsylvania, 
one of the nation’s biggest electoral 
college prizes. 

Simpson’s ruling could be 
appealed to the state Supreme Court, 
although state officials weren’t ready 


to say Tuesday whether they would 
appeal. Simpson based his decision 
on guidelines given to him days ago 
by the high-court justices, and it 
could easily be the final word on 
the law just five weeks before the 
Nov. 6 election. 

Simpson’s ruling will allow the 
law to go into full effect next year, 
though he could still decide later 
to issue a permanent injunction as 


part of the ongoing legal challenge 
to the law’s constitutionality. 

Election workers will still be 
allowed to ask voters for a valid 
photo ID, but people without it can 
use a regular voting machine and 
would not have to cast a provisional 
ballot or prove their identity to elec- 
tion officials afterward. 

Gov. Tom Corbett, a Republi- 
can who helped champion the law. 


Electoral Votes 

Pennsylvania's six-month-old 
voter identification require- 
ment — among the nation’s tough- 
est — has sparked a divisive debate 
over voting rights and become a 
high-profile political issue in the 
contest between President Barack 
Obama and Republican nominee 
Mitt Romney for Pennsylvania’s 20 
electoral votes. Pennsylvania, tra- 
ditionally considered a presidential 
battleground state, is showing a 
persistent lead for Obama in inde-

The state’s Republican Party 
chairman, Rob Gleason, said he was 
disappointed and stressed that the 
law is a “common-sense reform” that 
is supported in public polling across 
the political spectrum.

U.S. began building 
counterterror force 
before Libyan attack 

Washington 

Small teams of special operations 
forces arrived at American embas- 
sies throughout North Africa in the 
months before militants launched 
the fiery attack that killed the U.S. 
ambassador in Libya. The soldiers’ 
mission: Set up a network that 
could quickly strike a terrorist tar- 
get or rescue a hostage. 

The White House signed off 
a year ago on the plan to build 
the new military counterterror 


task force in the region, and the 
advance teams have been there for 
six months, according to three U.S. 
counterterror officials and a former 
intelligence official. All spoke only 
on condition of anonymity because 
they were not authorized to discuss 
the strategy publicly. 

The effort indicates that the 
administration has been wor- 
ried for some time about a grow- 
ing threat posed by al- Qaeda and 
its offshoots in North Africa. But 
officials say the military organi- 
zation was too new to respond 
to the attack in Benghazi, where 
the administration now believes 
armed al- Qaeda-linked militants 
surrounded the lightly guarded 


Down the Road 

Eventually, the special opera- 
tions teams will form the backbone 
of a military task force responsible 
for combating al-Qaeda and other 
terrorist groups across the region 
with an arsenal that includes drones. 
But first it will work to win accep- 
tance by helping North African na- 
tions build their own special opera- 
tions and counterterror units, (ap)

As of early September, the spe- 
cial operations teams still consist- 


ed only of liaison officers who were 
assigned to establish relationships 
with local governments and U.S.

Fractured Relationship 

Less than two years ago, Syria, Iran, Hamas and Lebanon’s militant Hezbol- 
lah group were part of what they called an “axis of resistance" against Israel 
and the U.S. In an editorial aired Monday, Syrian TV said the leader of Hamas, 
Khaled Mashaal, who pulled Hamas’ headquarters out of Damascus this year, 
had abandoned the resistance movement against Israel and the U.S. Syria’s 
state-run media unleashed a scathing attack on Mashaal, accusing him of 
turning his back on President Bashar Assad and calling him ungrateful, (ap) 


Militant group’s role 
may indicate conflict 
is growing in region 

Beirut 

A Hezbollah commander and sev- 
eral fighters have been killed inside 
Syria, a Lebanese official said Tues- 
day, a development that could stoke 
already soaring tensions over the 
Lebanese militant group’s role in 
the civil war next door. 

Hezbollah’s reputation has 
taken a beating over its support for 
the Syrian regime, but any sign that 
the group’s fighters are taking part 
in the battle raises fears that the 
conflict could expand into a wider 
fight engulfing the region. 

Hezbollah has stood by Syrian 


President Bashar Assad since the 
uprising began 18 months ago, 
even after the group supported 
revolts in Egypt, Tunisia, Libya 
and Bahrain. 

Assad’s fall would be a dire 
scenario for Hezbollah. Any new 
regime led by Syria’s majority Sunni 
Muslims would likely be far less 
friendly — or even outright hostile 
— to Shiite Muslim Hezbollah. Iran 


remains the group’s most impor- 
tant patron, but Syria is a crucial 
supply route. Without it, Hezbol- 
lah will struggle to get money and 
weapons as easily. 

The Syrian uprising has left 
Assad deeply isolated, making his 
remaining allies such as Iran and 
Russia all the more important. At 
last week’s gathering of world lead- 
ers at the United Nations, dozens of 


nations excoriated the regime over 
the conflict that activists say has 
killed at least 30,000 Syrians. 

It was unclear how the Hezbol- 
lah militants were killed or wheth- 
er they had been fighting alongside 
the Syrian army. But Hezbollah’s 
newspaper al-Intiqad said Hezbol- 
lah commander Ali Hussein Nas- 
sif, also known as Abu Abbas, was 
killed “while performing his jiha- 
di duties.” 

The Syrian opposition has long 
accused the group of helping the 
Syrian leadership crack down on 
the uprising — a claim the group 
has repeatedly denied. Hezbollah 
has to tread a careful path with its 
support for the regime, mindful 
that many of its supporters in Leb- 
anon dread getting sucked into the

Rome Tears Bonds 
Of Love From Bridge 


Young lovers lose 
tradition after crews 
remove padlocks 

Rome 

Young love sealed itself to the 
ancient Milvian Bridge. Inspired 
by a scene out of teen literature, 
Romans carved their initials onto 
padlocks and affixed them to the 
railings before tossing the key into 
the Tiber. Thus, the Eternal City 
could bear witness to the bound- 
lessness of juvenile romance. 

The custom would spread from 
the bridge like teen acne. 

But in Rome, where perhaps the 
only thing more exulted than love 
is aesthetics, young lovers would 
find their nemesis in Gianni Gia- 
comini. Convinced the 55000 -plus 
locks were not only sullying the 
beauty of the monument but also 
obscuring its place in history, the 
district’s regional president led a 
campaign to liberate it from the 
bonds of love. 

Not only did old locks rust in the 
humidity, but as couples broke up, a 
new tradition arose. Brokenhearted 
youths would return to the bridge 
and scrawl vengeful graffiti. 

Despite an attempt by Rome 
Mayor Gianni Alemanno to grant 
clemency to the trend-setting locks. 



Backstory 

The evidence of locks as talis- 
mans of love predate Federico Moc- 
cia, but few deny they exploded with 
his novel “Ho Voglia di Te (I Want 
You)" in 2006. Moccia said he af- 
fixed the first lock to Rome’s Milvian 
Bridge. “I did not want readers who 
came looking for the lock placed by 
my characters to be disappointed," 
he said. One lock became two, then, 
200, then thousands. The trend be- 
came a hit across Europe, including 
in Cologne, Germany, above, (twp)

three debates, a long time to stay 
on message. 

“If we have any moment in 
terms of seeing the true, the real, 
the unscripted candidate, it’s like- 
ly to happen on the debate stage,” 


said Mitchell McKinney, a Univer- 
sity of Missouri associate profes- 
sor who studies the presidential 
matchups. 

This year’s campaigns already 
have spent months looking for that 
one devastating blow. So far the 
top contender is Romney’s secret- 
ly recorded dismissal of “47 per- 
cent of Americans” who don’t pay 
taxes and depend on government 
aid. And then there’s Obama’s “you 
didn’t build that” remark about busi- 
ness owners. 

This year’s first presidential 
debate, focused on the economy and 
the role of government, offers each 
man a chance to explain away such 
mistakes — and the risk of cement- 
ing a new one into voters’ minds. 

Brett O’Donnell is the debate 
coach credited with teaching Rom- 
ney how to deflate Newt Gingrich 
during the Florida primaries. He 
says that on Wednesday, the GOP 
nominee needs to confront his vid- 
eo-recorded setback head-on and 
turn it against Obama. 

“He has to turn the 47 percent 
and make sure people understand 
the reasoning behind that argu- 
ment, how that’s the result of the 
president’s policies,” suggests 
O’Donnell, who no longer works for

Dupont South to Reopen 


Escalator work at the 
entrance is slated for 
completion this month 

Washington 

Metro riders heading to or from 
Dupont Circle have trekked to the 
station’s north entrance for months 
as contractors worked on the south- 
ern entrance. There is relief com- 
ing, commuters: The work should 
be completed and the southern 
entrance reopened this month, 
though the exact date hasn’t been 
set, according to Metro. 

The entrance at Connecticut 
Avenue and 19th Street NW has

been closed since Feb. 1 so Metro 
could replace the three old escala- 
tors that used to ferry travelers in 
and out of the station. 

This work forced riders to rely 


on the entrance at Connecticut 
Avenue and Q Street, but that cre- 
ates problems when those escala- 
tors stop working. 

Case in point: The entire sta- 
tion was shut down during Tues- 
day morning’s commute when con- 
sistent rain poured too much water 
into the escalators. Riders weren’t 
allowed to enter the station, and 
trains didn’t stop there for about 
30 minutes. 

Even when the southern 
entrance reopens, it won’t be smooth 
sailing for commuters at Dupont. 
Metro also plans to rehabilitate the 
northern entrance, though at least 
that entrance should stay open.

His hair was soaked with Korbel, 
and his beard was dripping Miller 
Lite, but Jayson Worth’s eyes were 
wide and clear.

Rizzo balanced the clubhouse by 
signing quiet but consistent Adam 
LaRoche, who has twice appeared 
in the postseason, and trading for 
gregarious left-hander Gio Gonza- 
lez, who this year became the team’s 
first 20-game winner since baseball 
came back to town in 2005. 

“We had our share of losing 
here,” Rizzo said. “We know how 
that feels. Every guy that comes 
here, they’ve got a winning attitude. 
They’ve got makeup and character. 
That’s the reason we’re here.” 

But perhaps the most important 
development happened almost by 
accident. Manager Jim Riggleman 
resigned unexpectedly amid a con- 
tract dispute in June 2011, and Rizzo 
turned immediately to Davey John- 
son, one of the winningest manag- 
ers in recent times and who was a 
consultant with the club. 

When Johnson agreed to man- 
age, players said, the atmosphere 
changed. The Nats ended the 2011 
season on a tear, finishing 80-81, 
and setting the tone for this year. 

“I’ll be honest, at the begin- 
ning of the year last year, I wasn’t 
so sure,” Werth said. “When I got 
here, this place was upside-down. 
It wasn’t until Davey took over and 
then September came around that 
this became the type of team that 
could really play, that could show 
up every day and have a lot of

TV Breeds Comedy 

If I want to laugh at something on 
a screen, I tend to turn to television 
more than cinema. When i do find 
a film particularly funny, it usually 
features either writers, directors or 
actors who have a background in TV.

j Their big breaks, “The 

40-Year-Old Virgin" 
and “Bridesmaids,"

“Pitch Perfect," the new film 
about competitive a cappella groups, 
only has a few TV stars in it (such as: 
“Workaholics'" Adam DeVine, above, 
and “The Mindy Project's" Anna 
Camp). But the movie comes from the 
mind of a TV writer: “30 Rock" and 
“New Girl" scribe Kay Cannon. 

Not surprisingly, “Pitch Perfect" 
has the surreal nature and sharp 
writing of a “30 Rock" episode, just at 
a feature length. As i was watching, 
i tried to think of another movie this 
year i had laughed harder at. All that 
came to mind? “21 Jump Street" — 
which was based on a TV series.

The venerable spy-movie 
franchise turns 50 ahead 
of its 23rd film, 'Skyfall' 


It was a meeting of the two most famous 
British people on Earth: Queen Elizabeth 
II turned to her tuxedo-wearing guest 
and said, “Good evening, Mr. Bond.” 

The pairing of these icons, the Eng- 
lish monarch and the king of spies — 
in a film for the Opening Ceremonies 
of the London Olympics — was a thrill- 
ing moment. It scarcely mattered that 
one of them was fictional. Agent 007 is 
real to millions of moviegoers, and once 
again, they will flock to see Bond battle 
for queen and country when his 23rd offi- 
cial screen adventure, “Skyfall,” opens 
in the U.S. on Nov. 9. 

He’s come a long way in the 50 years 
since the release — on Oct. 5, 1962 — of a 
modestly budgeted spy movie called “Dr. 
No.” It introduced a dapper but deadly 
secret agent (played by Sean Connery) 
who wore Savile Row suits, drove an 


Aston Martin, liked his martinis shak- 
en, not stirred, and announced himself 
as “Bond, James Bond.” 

What’s the secret of his survival? 
Familiarity, says Roger Moore, who 
played Bond in seven films, more than 
any other actor. 

“It’s sort of like a bedtime story: As 
long as you don’t go too far away from 
the original, the child is happy,” Moore 
says. “The audience gets what it’s expect- 
ing: beautiful girls, actions, gadgets — 
there’s a formula.” 

“Dr. No” arrived in theaters with per- 
fect timing, as Britain swapped postwar 
austerity for growing prosperity. 

Bond’s world of cars, casinos and 
caviar was sexy, luxurious and color- 
ful. Instead of a gray, shadowy figure, 
here was spy as a glamorous jet-setter. 


The films turned Cold War anxiety into 
a thrill-ride from which the good guy 
always emerged triumphant. 

“There had been nothing like it 
before,” says Graham Rye, editor of 007 
magazine. “When ‘Dr. No’ exploded onto 
the screen, it had a pretty visceral effect 
on everybody.” 

Since then. Bond (who has been por- 
trayed by six actors: Connery, George 
Lazenby, Moore, Timothy Dalton, Pierce 
Brosnan and Daniel Craig) has survived 
showdowns with enemies from uber-vil- 
lain Ernst Blofeld to steel-toothed assas- 
sin Jaws. More impressively, he has weath- 
ered the social revolution of the 1960s, 
financial woes, the end of the Cold War 
and the dawn of the War on Terror. 

“Bond, like diamonds, is forever,” Rye

For a small state. New Hampshire 
offers a variety of experiences for 
free in the fall, whether it’s scenic 
driving, surfing, hiking, moose 
watching, browsing antiques shops 
or spotting huge pumpkins. Foliage 
reports show leaf color has started 
showing up, but beyond that, here 
are a few suggestions to enjoy the 
waterways and mountains in the 
state at no cost: 


1. Quiet Escapes 

Check out one of New Hampshire’s 
peaceful, scenic settings — the Ca- 
thedral of the Pines in Rindge, an 
open-air cathedral on a hilltop. 
Stones taken from around the 
world make up an altar recog- 
nized by Congress as a National 
Memorial to American men and 
women who lost their lives in war. 
The site is free and open through

2 . Kancamagus 
Highway 

The 34.5-mile east-west drive on 
State Route 112 winds through the 
White Mountains between the 
towns of Lincoln and Conway, sur- 
rounding you in stunning natural 
beauty. The maple, birch and beech 
trees are at their peak usually in 
the first and second weeks of Octo- 
ber. Find more details at Visitnh

3. The Great Outdoors 

Day-use and camping fees are not charged at 26 camping sites, trailheads, 
ponds and picnic areas in the White Mountain National Forest, including 
Twin Mountain, above, with peak fall foliage. This is for the adventurous type 
who wants to backpack in and camp off the trail or at a backcountry 
shelter orient platform in undeveloped or wilderness areas. 
Other free activities include hiking, biking, scenic drives. The 
trails, some of them heading up a few of the 4,000-foot 
mountains, offer varying degrees of difficulty. For more 
free opportunities, information and backcountry rules, visit 
Fs.usda.gov/whitemountain. 


4. Moose Watching 

There’s still a good chance to view 
a moose in New Hampshire’s 
North Country through mid-

17 miles of ocean coastline are 
attracting more surfers this time of 
year. The watch for hurricanes and 
other weather conditions may keep 
some wary, but surfers say they 
contribute to some of the best surfing 
conditions in the Northeast. Check 
conditions at Magicseaweed.com.
